NEW PUBLICATIONS 


Medical education; annotated bibliography, 1946-1955. 
Geneva, WHO, 1958. 391 p. ($6.75) 
We are late in taking note of this publication of the 
World Health Organization, which is of great interest to all 








medical reference librarians. The bibliography contains some © 


2,600 references to monographic and periodical literature on 
medical education, including all undergraduate medical edu- 
cation leading to a degree or diploma and the internship as 
well. Entries are arranged in a classified order; the table 
of contents serves as a subject index. There are 15 main 
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sections, most of which have several subheadings. One sec- | 
tion contains references om each of the medical specialties © 
and another section contains references arranged by country. | 
Under each section the entries are arranged alphabetically 


by author. Liberal use is made of cross-references to en- 
able the reader to find material on all aspects of a topic. 
An author index is included. 


International Congress of Libraries and Documentation
